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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District 
Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of 
the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1971. 

In  the  vital  statistics  we  find  some  lessening  in  the  trend  of  a 
falling  birth  rate  as  in  recent  years  and  a continuing  rise  in  the 
population,  especially  due  to  more  people  coming  to  the  district. 

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  the  absence  of  any  deaths 
from  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  and  of  any  women  as  a result  of 
pregnancy. 

In  November  the  routine  vaccination  of  young  children  against 
Smallpox  ceased  to  be  a recommended  procedure  except  when  travel  to 
certain  countries  abroad  was  contemplated.  With  this  relaxation  in 
the  schedule  it  is  hoped  that  more  attention  will  be  given  to  the  need 
for  vaccination  against  Measles  at  about  one  year  of  age.  Acceptances 
for  protection  against  German  Measles  for  girls  who  reach  the  age  of 
11  years  total  some  65  per  cent  and  with  the  known  risks  in  early 
pregnancy  for  the  foetus  in  women  exposed  to  German  Measles  this  again 
should  be  recognised  as  a simple  vaccination  procedure  which  deserves 
more  parental  support , 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  on  Rabies  was  published 
in  June  and  as  this  was  in  the  main  initiated  by  the  appearance  of  a 
rabid  dog  in  Camberley  in  October,  1969  it  is  worth  quoting  a section 
of  their  main  comments  as  follows:- 

‘The  Committee  is,  therefore,  convinced  that  some  form  of 
quarantine  must  remain  a principal  feature  of  future  precau- 
tions for  Great  Britain  against  the  importation  of  rabies. 

The  established  quarantine  system  forms  a suitable  starting 
point  for  improved  arrangements,  and  the  main  necessity  now 
is  to  remove  from  the  quarantine  system  its  major  faults, 
that  is  to  say  those  which  entail  the  risk  of  spreading 
infection  between  imported  dogs  and  cats  while  in  quarantine. 

In  the  meantime  stricter  supervision  of  present  quarantine 
arrangements  and  the  effective  vaccination  of  quarantined 
dogs  and  cats  are  needed. ’ 

The  services  of  the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  continued  to  be  well  attended 
and  almost  3,000  persons  were  so  examined.  The  number  of  cases  of 
cancer  of  the  lung  was  again  seen  to  be  on  the  increase  and,  of  course, 
some  of  these  deaths  are  preventable. 

In  November  a Smokers’  Advisory  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Bristow 
County  Primary  School  where  some  75  persons  attended  a Five  Day  Course 
with  the  result  that  about  one  half  of  those  gave  up  a habit  which  is 
largely  responsible  for  these  deaths. 


In  the  summer  months  an  outbreak  of  Cholera  in  Spain  required  the 
production  of  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  against  this 
disease  for  those  travellers  on  their  return  to  Britain.  Surveillance 
was  required  in  a few  cases  as  indeed  is  the  custom  for  the  many  who 
return  from  the  Mediterranean  coastline  with  symptoms  of  gastro- 
intestinal upset. 

The  demand  on  the  Family  Planning  service  for  advice  and  treatment 
continued  to  increase  and  the  Association  has  indeed  been  hampered  by 
the  lack  of  adequate  accommodation.  To  some  extent  this  will  be 
relieved  by  the  provision  which  is  being  made  at  the  Poplars  Health 
Centre  now  in  the  process  of  rebuilding  to  incorporate  facilities  for 
Group  Practice  by  General  Practitioners  together  with  the  services  for 
which  the  County  Council  are  responsible. 

The  valuable  service  provided  at  the  screening  Clinics  for  ‘VfeU 
Women’  has  been  maintained  and  the  work  of  General  Practitioners  thus 
supplemented  by  facilities  which  are  provided  at  Berkshire  Road  and 
Poplars  Clinics.  Some  352  women  attended  these  County  Clinics  where 
cervical  cytology  tests  are  carried  out.  These  procedures  should 
become  a routine  measure  for  all  women  and  especially  for  those  with 
a family. 

The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  has  maintained  and  expanded 
its  service  supplemented  as  it  now  is  by  the  official  sources  of  help 
available  to  the  elderly  through  the  Social  Services  Department  of  the 
County  Council.  Its  most  urgent  need  remains  in  the  shape  of  a Day 
Centre . 

Dr.  Cook,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at 
Guildford,  retired  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  I would  wish  to 
thank  him  for  his  invaluable  help  during  the  many  past  years  in  which 
he  has  held  this  office. 

In  conclusion  may  I thank  the  Council  and  the  Clerk  and  all  Chief 
Officers  for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems  and 
the  General  Practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times.

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CLINICS  AND  OTHER  TREATMENT  CENTRES 
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Home  Help  Service 

The  service  continued  to  expand  during  the  year  as  part  of  the 
planned  expansion  programme.  In  the  Autumn  the  service  was  transferred 
to  the  County’s  Social  Service  Department  and  its  Area  Social  Work 
Office  was  established  in  a building  in  the  grounds  of  the  Poplars 
Clinic,  Frimley  Road,  Camberley. 

Hospital  Services 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  hospital  services  provided 
by  the  Farnham  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  during  the  year, 
Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot  (Telephone  No.  Aldershot  21365)  is 
responsible  for  admitting  the  majority  of  the  infectious  diseases  in 
the  district. 

It  would  seem  that  about  95  per  cent  of  mothers  are  admitted  for 
confinements  in  hospitals  or  institutions,  the  majority  from  civilian 
families  attending  Frimley  Hospital  or  Farnham  Hospital.  The  Louise 
Margaret  Hospital,  Aldershot,  admits  many  mothers  from  military 
families  and  has  been  helpful  indeed  in  providing  also  for  admissions 
from  many  civilian  families  from  this  District  as  from  elsewhere.

Children  over  thirteen  years  of  age  are  offered  this  type  of 
vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  as  a routine  each  year  and  those  who 
have  not  accepted  this  before  are  afforded  the  opportunity  once  again 
before  leaving  school  Students  attending  Universities,  Teacher  Train 
ing  Colleges  and  other  Establishments  of  Further  Education  are  also 
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included  in  this  scheme.  If  circumstances  warrant  it,  children  who 
have  reached  ten  years  can  also  now  be  vaccinated.  The  Heaf  test  is 
used  to  indicate  whether  the  child  is  susceptible  to  Tuberculosis  and 
if  so  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out.  About  91  per  cent  of  parents 
consented  and  after  the  preliminary  skin  testing  was  completed  it  was 
found  that  96  per  cent  of  children  were  negative  and  therefore  in  need 
of  vaccination.  In  addition,  some  24  children  over  the  age  of  13  years 
who  for  one  reason  or  another  had  previously  missed  vaccination,  were 
also  included.

Smallpox  Vaccination 

This  is  not  now  recommended  to  be  given  as  a routine  procedure 
in  early  childhood.  All  travellers  to  and  from  areas  where  Smallpox 
is  endemic  should  continue  to  be  protected  by  vaccination.  It  is  also 
important  for  all  health  service  staff  who  come  into  contact  with 
patients  to  be  vaccinated  and  regularly  re-vaccinated. 

T.A.B  Vaccination 

Injection  against  enteric  fevers  are  especially  available  at  the 
Clinic  for  school  children  and  staff  proceeding  on  organised  trips 
abroad^ 

Swimming  Baths 

Ihe  Blue  Pool,  Camberley,  continues  to  function  as  a large  private 
swimming  pool  serving  the  area  and  much  of  its  surrounding  districts. 
It  has  a capacity  of  250,000  gallons  with  a turnover  period  of  approx- 
imately nine  hours.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorination  processes 
are  maintained. 


Disinfection 

Disinfection  in  cases  of  non-notifiable  diseases  may  be  carried 
out  on  request,  and  the  cost  re-charged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  your  Council. 

Whilst  Camberley  is  situated  in  a part  of  the  country  where 
environmental  conditions  are  of  a high  standard  compared  with  the  heavy 
industrial  areas,  there  is  a continuing  task  to  maintain  and  improve 
standards.  Your  inspectors,  as  indicated  by  the  contents  of  this 
Report,  are  carrying  out  this  work  with  a considerable  degree  of  success 
in  obtaining  primarily  the  co-operation  of  the  majority  of  members  of 
the  pub  Kc  and  traders  who  are  presented  with  requests  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  legislation.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  value 
of  the  work  done  or  supervised  in  monetary  terms,  but  the  works  carried 
out  in  response  to  such  requests  must  run  into  many  thousands  of  pounds. 

The  refuse  collection  service  I am  pleased  to  say  ran  without 
interruption  or  delays  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year  and  each 
occupied  premises  received  a regular  weekly  collection.  Refuse  disposal 
continued  to  offer  many  problems,  in  common  with  other  nearby  author- 
ities, but  the  recommendations  of  the  North  East  Hampshire/West  Surrey 
Refuse  Disposal  Study  if  implemented  without  delay  could  materially 
improve  the  position  in  the  not  too  distant  future  and  see  the  end  of 
the  unsatisfactory  practice  of  tipping  of  crude  refuse  near  to  residen 
tial  areas. 

The  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  on  a national  scale  became 
a topic  for  considerable  discussion  in  view  of  the  publication  of  docu- 
ments indicating  that  this  would  be  effected  by  April,  1974.  It  is 
difficult  to  forecast  the  effects  of  this  on  the  services  carried  out 
by  a Public  Health  Department.  In  a relatively  small  authority  the 
service  is  very  much  personalised  and  the  public  is  readily  able  to 
reach  the  controlling  powers.  The  new  pattern  however  envisages  larger 
authorities  and  transfer  of  functions  where  various  aspects  of  the  work 
may  become  sections  of  larger  units  at  county  or  district  level  where 
this  type  of  control  may  be  lost.  Cfeviously  however  certain  functions 
can  be  economically  and  effectively  carried  out  by  such  larger  units 
and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  pattern  will  be  accepted  b y 
public  at  large  for  all  time  or  whether  a reversion  will  be  required 
in  years  to  come. 

I would  like  in  closing  this  introduction  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  work  done  by  my  Deputy  Mr.  Desbrow  and  my  Chief  Clerk 
Mr.  Locking  and  all  other  members  of  the  staff  and  employees  who  have 
contributed  in  maintaining  the  work  of  the  Department.

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ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES  MAINS  SUPPLY 

Hie  Mid-Southern  Water  Company  provide  a supply  of  mains  water  to 
each  occupied  dwel ling  in  the  area.  This  is  derived  from  deep  boreholes 
located  in  the  Southern  and  Northern  chalk  outcrops  outside  the  district 
and  from  the  Ragshot  sands.  No  interruptions  in  the  supply  in  any  areas 
due  to  peak  demand  arose  but  the  daily  per  capita  consumption  of  water 
continues  to  rise  owing  to  increasing  modern  amenities  in  houses  and  to 
increased  recreational  use.  Nationally  this  is  giving  rise  to  concern 
and  the  proposed  new  regional  water  authorities  will  have  to  review  the 
situation  on  re-organisation,  to  ensure  that  maximum  use  is  obtained 
from  our  principal  and  vital  natural  resources. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  sampling  of  the  water  supplied  is 
carried  out  of  routine  by  the  Water  Board  and  this  is  supplemented,  as 
a safeguard,  by  sampling  by  this  Department,  these  latter  samples  being 
examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  the  Council’s 
Public  Analyst.

Swimming  Baths 

One  open  air  swimming  pool  is  available  to  the  public  at  large, 
and  checks  are  regularly  made  on  the  purity  of  water  and  the  maintenance 
of  adequate  chlorination  necessary  to  ensure  its  safety  for  bathing 
Similar  checks  are  also  made  of  school  swimming  pools  The  number  of 
privately  owned  swimming  pools  also  is  increasing  and  advice  on  the 
operation  of  these  from  a hygiene  standpoint  can  be  obtained  from  this 
Department  43  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  swimming  pools 

FOOD  AND  DRCGS  INSPECTION 

Milk  Samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
the  efficiency  of  processing  from  retailers  premises  in  the  area  with 
the  results  shown,  all  being  satisfactory

No  farm  producers  of  milk  exist  in  the  urban  area  and  no  samples  were 
taken  for  the  presence  of  Brucella  Abortus,  this  control  being  the 
responsibility  of  the  Council  of  the  Authority  in  which  the  milk  is 
produced 

Once  again  it  became  necessary  to  prosecute  a dairy  company  for 
failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Milk  & Dairies  (General) 
Regulations  in  failing  to  satisfactorily  cleanse  the  bottle  prior  to 
refilling  with  milk  This  however  is  a recurrent  problem  which  will 
continue  whilst  ever  returnable  bottles  are  used  and  their  mis  use  by 
members  of  the  public  continues,  and  gives  a cogent  case  for  the  case 
of  non  returnable  containers  Conservationists  however  are  bitterly 
opposed  to  these  when  such  containers  are  formed  of  plastic  materials 
and  which  of  necessity  in  many  cases  have  to  be  deposited  with  an 
increasing  amount  of  other  plastic  onto  land  Incineration  is  eminently 
desirable  but  economic  and  technical  problems  mitigate  against  this  in 
many  instances. 
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Samples  of  cream  were  also  submitted  for  general  examination 
although  no  legal  bacteriological  standard  exists  at  present 

Ice-Cream  Samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examin 
ation  by  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test  which  indicates  the  degree 
of  bacteriological  activity  within  the  product  by  decolourising  a dye 
over  a period  of  time  under  controlled  conditions  and  grading  is 
determined  therefrom 

Grade  I 6 Grade  II  2 Grade  III  1 Grade  IV  0 

Grades  I and  II  are  considered  satisfactory,  Grade  III  poor  and  Grade 
IV  unsatisfactory.  A follow  up  sample  was  taken  in  the  case  of  the 
Grade  III  sample  and  this  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Other  Foods  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  was  some  reduction  in 
the  number  of  complaints  during  the  year  of  foreign  bodies  in  foods  or 
mouldy  food  although  the  number  of  such  complaints  is  still  unnecessarily 
high  bearing  in  mind  that  those  brought  to  the  Department  must  only  be 
the  tip  of  the  iceberg  in  relation  to  the  whole  If  this  is  the  case 
it  might  well  be  however  that  the  positive  strong  action  of  your  Committee 
by  prosecution  in  some  cases  and  warning  letters  in  others  have  affected 
a substantial  reduction  in  the  overall  number  of  cases  where  food  is 
sold  out  of  condition

In  the  remaining  cases  thorough  investigations  were  made  but  for 
various  reasons  it  was  not  feasible  for  the  Council  to  take  formal 
action  Investigations  into  these  however  made  by  inspectors  and  often 
the  resultant  discussions  with  vendors  or  manufacturers  had  some  con 
siderable  effect  upon  those  concerned  and  showed  operational  faults 
where  improvements  could  be  obtained. 

In  addition  to  this  the  advice  of  the  Inspectorial  staff  was  sought 
on  the  condition  of  food  intended  for  sale  and  the  following  amounts 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  or  unmarketable  and 
surrendered  for  destruction  voluntarily.

307  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  housing  conditions 
including  the  foregoing,  improvement  grants  applications,  qualification 
certificates  and  houses  in  multiple  occupation  etc. 
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Nuisances 


General  A serious  dust  nuisance  arising  from  industrial  plant  outside 
the  district  boundary  continued  during  the  early  months  of  the  year 
despite  abatement  notices  served  but  continued  pressure  brought  about 
complete  removal  of  the  installations  by  the  spring 

Other  nuisances  e.g;  accumulations,  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
watercourses  keeping  of  animals  dust  steam  and  fume  discharges  also 
received  the  attention  of  inspections  which  led  to  improvement  of 
c onditions 

Noise  - The  investigation  of  noise  fell  into  four  main  categories 
industrial  domestic,  animals  and  motorway  noise  and  in  some  cases 
necessitated  either  regular  visits  or  prolonged  observation  and  measure 
ment  by  sound  level  meters  to  establish  whether  a level  of  noise  in 
excess  of  a tolerable  degree  dependent  upon  location  time  of  day  and 
type  of  noise  constituted  an  offence  under  the  Act  Advice  was  given 
where  necessary  and  co  operation  of  occupiers  resulted  in  a reduction 
of  the  level  in  some  cases  It  was  not  necessary  to  report  any 
infringement  for  legal  proceedings 

Atmospheric  Pollution  Clean  Air  Acts  1956  and  1968 

Smoke  observations  were  made  on  a number  of  chimneys  in  the  area  as 
routine  In  only  one  case  however  were  complaints  made  in  respect  of 
an  industrial  installation  and  whilst  some  smoke  in  excess  of  prescribed 
standards  was  emitted  defences  under  the  Act  prevented  any  action  other 
than  advisory  measures  being  taken  No  other  emissions  of  smoke  in 
excess  of  prescribed  amounts  arose  Visits  were  made  to  boiler  plant 
and  other  industrial  installations  in  relation  to  furnace  operation 
chimney  heights  and  grit  and  dust  emission  Four  applications  for 
approval  of  chimney  heights  were  received  and  approved  and  notifications 
were  given  in  respect  of  8 new  furnace  installations 

Smoke  nuisances  from  the  burning  of  materials  in  the  open  necessi 
tated a number  of  visits  and  action  to  prevent  continuance  or  recurrence 
was  taken 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960 

Four  sites  continued  under  licence  and  visits  were  made  to  ensure 
compliance  with  standards  prescribed  The  type  of  caravan  continues  to 
improve  and  in  many  cases  provides  facilities  comparable  with  modern 
permanent  accommodation  having  all  the  necessary  services  laid  on  A 
temporary  licence  issued  whilst  construction  works  at  an  hotel  were  in 
progress  has  now  expired  and  the  caravans  removed  No  problems  arose 
with  the  so  called  gipsy  caravan  population  as  has  been  the  case  with 
some  surrounding  districts  where  serious  problems  of  lack  of  amenities 
have  arisen 

OFFICES  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT  1963 

Inspection  of  premises  under  the  above  legislation  was  continued 
during  the  year  and  a report  on  this  work  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity  the  text  of  which  appears 
below  together  with  the  tables  of  statistics  required  under  the  Act; 

Enforcement 

During  the  year  the  inspection  of  premises  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  was  continued  As  in  previous  years  many  of  the 
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visits  were  follow  up  inspections  of  premises , where  general  inspections 
had  been  previously  made,  and  where  occupiers  of  premises  had  been 
notified  that  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  existing. 

In  these  cases  and  as  a result  of  further  visits  carried  out  it  is 
known  that  the  majority  of  premises  are  now  complying  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act.  In  addition  to  these  specific  inspections  visits 
were  also  made  to  premises  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  (who  are  all 
authorised  under  the  Act)  for  other  purposes,  when  a degree  of  sur- 
veillance under  this  Act  can  also  be  made,  furthermore  the  enforcement 
of  requirements  of  the  other  Acts  also  embrace  similar  requirements 
under  this  Act. 

The  gradual  development  of  the  town  centre  scheme  has  resulted  in 
a steady  increase  in  the  total  number  of  registered  premises  under  the 
Act  but  this  will  be  more  fully  realised  during  the  coming  year.  As 
was  mentioned  in  my  previous  report,  some  difficulties  have  been  exper- 
ienced due  to  the  lack  of  adequate  knowledge,  at  the  planning  stage, 
which  has  resulted  in  a large  number  of  structural  alterations  being 
required  after  general  inspection  has  revealed  the  type  of  business 
activity  and  the  number  of  each  sex  employed  However,  every  opportunity 
has  been  taken  to  examine  plans  submitted  to  the  Local  Authority  under 
Planning  Acts  and  Building  Piegulations  and  in  addition  to  foster  close 
liaison  with  the  developers  shop  fitters  and  prospective  occupants 
with  a view  to  minimising  this  problem. 

Notification  of  Occupation 

This.is  still  constituting  something  of  a problem  due  to  the  failure 
of  ingoing  occupiers  to  contact  this  department.  However,  it  is  felt 
that  this  IS  due  to,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  ignorance  of  the  Act  and 
its  requirements  rather  than  wilful  non-compliance.  This  is  especially 
applicable  in  the  case  of  occupants  who  are  in  business  for  the  first 
time  and  can  only  be  overcome  by  constant  observation  of  the  area  as 
a whole.

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The  rate  of  accident  notification  is  substantially  higher  than  in 
previous  years. 

It  is  significant  however  that  a large  proportion  of  the  accidents 
are  notified  by  one  single  retailing  organisation  who  maintain  high 
standards  of  staff  control  and  administration.  V/hilst  this  Company  does 
employ  an  appreciable  number  of  staff  and  the  accident  rate  is  in  pro- 
portion to  this,  the  inference  to  be  drawn  is  that  there  is  an  abysmal 
failure  of  shop  managements  to  report  accidents.  Should  the  rate  of 
accidents  in  direct  proportion  to  the  numbers  employed  in  the  retailing 
trades  as  a whole  be  proportionate  to  those  notified  by  the  particular 
organisation  the  rate  of  notification  should  be  more  than  ten  fold. 
This,  however,  is  not  taking  into  account  the  possibility  that  the  sub- 
jectivity to  accident  must  be  different  in  the  various  trades  It  is 
however  apparent  that  further  publicity  should  be  given  to  this  both  on 
a local  and  a national  scale. 

Lifts  and  Hoists 

The  specific  Regulations  requiring  guarding  and  safety  of  lifts 
and  lift  machines  have  been  enforced  and  the  necessary  certificates  of 
inspection  made  available  to  inspectors.  Some  difficulty  has  arisen 
following  the  notification  of  installation  of  a Morris  VA  ton  crane 
(teagle  hoist)  in  premises  registerable  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  and  it  would  appear  on  inspection  that  the  instal- 
lation does  not  comply  with  generally  accepted  safety  precautions,  in 
that.  - 

1 . There  are  inadequate  safety  precautions  provided  for 
routine  maintenance  and; 

2.  Lack  of  adequate  safety  precautions  provided  for  personnel 
while  operating  the  crane. 

Although  some  general  authority  is  given  under  the  original  Act  (Danger- 
ous Conditions  and  Practices)  this  particular  type  of  hoist  does  not 
appear  to  come  under  the  specific  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  (Hoists  and  Lifts)  Regulations  1968.  Owing  to  the 
lack  of  guidance  it  is  felt  that  a case  could  be  made  for  the  inclusion 
of  this  type  of  installation  under  existing  legislation  governing  lifts 
and  hoists . 

Advisory  Activity 

During  this  and  the  proceeding  year,  advisory  booklets  prepared  by 
the  Department  of  Employment  and  Productivity  have  been  distributed  to 
appropriate  premises  regarding  the  ’Safe  Use  of  Food  Slicing  Machines’ . 
Although  no  specific  comments  have  been  expressed  with  regard  to  the 
format  of  these  booklets  they  have  been  received  with  general  interest.

The  prolonged  hot  weather  caused  heavy  demand  for  treatment  of 
wasps  at  a period  when  staffing  of  the  Department  is  affected  by 
holidays  and  it  was  possible  only  to  give  advisory  information  on  these 
insects  and  in  urgent  cases  to  refer  the  complainant  to  a local  private 
contractor. 
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House  Longhorn  Beetle 

The  advisory  service  provided  by  the  Council  continued  in  operation 
and  six  previously  unrecorded  infestations  were  noted  during  the  year. 

In  the  course  of  this  work  six  properties  were  re  examined  sub 
sequent  to  treatment  by  specialist  contractors  and  in  one  instance  it 
was  considered  necessary  to  recommend  that  further  work  be  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  guarantee  document. 

Liaison  continued  to  be  maintained  with  the  F’orest  Products 
Research  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Industry  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  officers  of  the  Department  to  visit  properties  in 
the  District  for  practical  experience  in  this  field. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  delays  in  the  servicing  of  houses 
for  refuse  collection  took  place  during  the  year  again  reflecting  the 
effectiveness  of  the  bonus  scheme  in  ensuring  that  operatives  are 
rewarded  for  the  additional  work  carried  out  during  periods  of  staff 
shortage  during  holidays  and  sickness.  The  further  improvement  of  the 
service  was  developed  by  a further  bulk  container  handling  vehicle  and 
the  introduction  of  additional  containers  at  larger  buildings.  A trial 
system  of  using  polythene  sacks  as  bin  liners  was  carried  out  with  some 
success  and  led  to  a recommendation  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  develop 
the  system  progressively  throughout  the  town. 

New  road  traffic  legislation  requiring  special  licences  to  be  held 
by  drivers  of  heavy  goods  vehicles  presented  some  concern.  Refuse 
collection  regrettably  is  not  held  in  highest  esteem  as  a means  of 
earning  one’s  living  and  it  is  in  the  face  of  this  prejudice  that  any 
municipal  authority  has  to  recruit  such  staff  despite  a considerable 
improvement  in  the  standards  of  the  service  Thus  recruiting  H.G.V. 
drivers  who  can  readily  apply  for  more  attractive  employment  becomes 
almost  an  impossibility  and  it  is  necessary  to  train  one’s  own  drivers. 
Organised  training  schemes  present  difficulties  when  staffing  is  short, 
and  are  expensive,  and  driver  training  was  accomplished  therefore  by 
instruction  outside  normal  collection  hours  with  the  assistance  of  a 
qualified  outside  instructor  and  the  system  has  proved  successful. 

Refuse  Disposal 

After  a considerable  period  the  long  awaited  report  of  the  North 
East  Hampshire  and  West  Surrey  Refuse  Disposal  Study  was  published  and 
commended  by  the  Working  Party  for  acceptance  by  the  participating 
authorities.  The  recommendations  were  founded  upon  the  results  of  an 
operational  research  exercise  carried  out  by  the  Local  Government 
Operational  Research  Unit  and  were  as  follows 

‘From  1975,  pulverisation  will  be  the  cheapest  method  of  refuse 
disposal  for  the  main  centres  of  population  in  the  north  of  the  study 
area  ^ 

In  1982,  a system  involving  pulverisation  will  cost  £13,400  per 
week  compared  to  £14,020  for  controlled  tipping  or  £14,870  for  inciner- 
ation. 
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The  cheapest  system  is  a single  pulveriser  at  Aldershot,  serving 
Aldershot,  Bagshot,  Farnborough,  Fleet,  Frimley  and  Camberley  and  parts 
of  Hartley  Wmtney  and  Guildford  R.D.C. 

It  IS  currently  more  economic  for  the  remainder  of  the  area  to 
continue  controlled  tipping,  but  from  1980  onwards  it  will  be  economic 
to  extend  the  catchment  area  of  the  Aldershot  plant  to  take  in  parts  of 
Hambledon  and  Farnham. 

Reserves  of  tip  space  would  be  exhausted  by  1995  if  no  plant  were 
built.  Pulverisation  extends  tip  life  to  the  turn  of  the  century, 
whilst  incineration  extends  tip-life  well  into  the  next  century. 

If  the  pulveriser  is  built  at  Aldershot  it  would  be  economic  for 
Bagshot  to  take  its  refuse  there,  rather  than  the  proposed  incinerator 
at  Guildford  In  the  event  of  incineration  at  Aldershot,  the  decision 
would  be  marginal 

The  five  parishes  in  the  N W corner  of  Hartley  Wintney  outside 
the  catchment  area  of  the  main  plant  could  continue  most  economically 
by  tipping  at  Heath  Warren,  though  in  the  long  run  their  collection 
system  might  be  integrated  with  a district  using  the  Basingstoke 
incinerator  ’ 

Your  Council  accepted  the  report  and  recommended  that  further 
participation  be  continued  in  order  to  implement  the  recommendations  of 
the  Working  Party  It  is  regretted  that  by  the  year  end  and  before  all 
authorities  had  determined  further  policy  the  Local  Government  Bill  was 
published  recommending  transfer  of  this  function  to  County  authorities. 
This  had  the  effect  of  curtailing  development  of  the  recommendations 
until  national  policy  was  determined  The  urgency  of  the  situation  in 
the  case  of  some  authorities  participating  and  in  this  Council’s  own 
case  however  is  one  which  necessitates  immediate  clarification  so  that 
progress  can  be  made 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  received  into  the  tip  in  addition  to 
domestic  refuse  was  2,728  loads  of  trade  and  industrial  waste  together 
with  3,417  loads  of  soil  etc  which  was  suitable  for  use  as  covering 
material  this  being  mainly  derived  from  building  and  development 
operations  and  which  provided  useful  cover.

CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACTS 

Collections  of  bulky  items  not  normally  able  to  be  collected  with 
house  refuse  continued  to  increase  as  the  service  becomes  better  known, 
and  this  work  was  carried  out  by  collection  staff  outside  normal  hours. 
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The  system  of  using  industrial  skeps  outside  the  tip  gates  was  dis 
continued  owing  to  abuse  and  disturbance  by  irresponsible  members  of  the 
community  and  it  became  necessary  to  construct  a compound  from  which 
the  materials  can  be  scooped  up  by  loading  shovel  and  discharged  into 
a vehicle  for  transport  to  the  tip  face.  This  has  presented  a formidable 
task  after  weekends  particularly  at  holiday  times  when  as  many  as  20 
lorry  loads  have  had  to  be  removed.  Nevertheless  it  does  provide  a 
long  needed  service  to  the  public  and  prevents  some  of  the  fly  tipping 
on  common  areas  which  has  taken  place 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sewers  serve  the  major  portion  of  the  district  discharging  into 
the  newly  extended  sewage  works  A relatively  small  number  of  houses 
however  continue  to  drain  into  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  and  a demand 
IS  made  on  the  Council  s contract  service  as  shown

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT  1956 

Thirty  two  visits  were  made  to  premises  in  connection  with  this 
Act  to  ascertain  and  seek  compliance  where  necessary  with  the  provisions 
as  to  sanitary  accommodation  etc. 

SHOPS  ACT  1950
